martcet values associated with a financial transaction; and 

usei specified decision criteria for valuing said financial transaction; and 

usei specified decision criteria for reconciling said financial transaction. 

3. (on;;;inal) The method of claim 2, wherein said market values associated with 
said financ al transaction comprise real-time, world-wide market values, 

4. (ori:pnal) The method of claim 1, further comprising:

via the glot al comniunications jQetwork; 

an ijiteractive user module coupled with a network management system server 
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connected :o said commiinications network having a plurality of users; 

a pl.irality of client terminals coupled to said interactive user moduJe for user 
interaction with said network aulomaied collateral matching and mark to market 
reconcilement system. 

32. (ori ijinal) The system of claim 3 1 , wherein said interactive user module 
comprises in application that is downloaded from a web-page to said network 
automated :;ollateral matching and mark to market reconcilement system. 

33. (ori .nnal) The system of claim 3 1 , wherein said interactive user module is 
communicated to said network automated collateral matching and mark to market 
reconcilcmirnt system by one of an internet, an intranet, or an extranet, 

34. (ori.:;)nal) The system of claim 3 1 , wherein said communications network is a 
financial injstitution's communications network. 
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
